When cooking eggs, the best plan is to cook 
them under a low flame, they are more 
easily digested when partially cooked, and are 
hard to digest when cooked with a great deal 
of heat. Eggs are wholesome if prepared in 
any manner except by frying. They are more 

difficult to digest when fried 
in any kind of grease

POACHED EGGS may be prepared by cook- 
ing in plain water or milk. Use about four 
ounces of milk to each egg. After the cooking 
has continued over the fire for two or three 
minutes, put the pan under the broiler so that 
the heat from the broiler will cook the eggs 
and milk on top.
